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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 1 2/1 1/2006. 

2. Claims 1, 3-14 and 16-42 are pending and claims 2 and 15 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-14, 16-38 and 41-42 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The rejection to claims 39-40 under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Mikurak US 2004/0064351 A1 as set forth in the office action mailed on 09/1 1/2006 is 
maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 39-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Mikurak US 2004/0064351 A1. 
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As per claims 39-40 Mikurak discloses a system for providing a network-based supply 
chain framework for collaborative order management between at least a second and a 
third independent business entity, such as a service provider, vendor, reseller, 
manufacturer and the like. A request for an order is received over a network with an 
automated system, from at least a second business entity, the system comprising: 
Accessing from a Universal Description, Discovery and Integration registry, by a second 
party, a description of a web service that is provided by a first party, wherein said 
description includes a requirement that at least one communication to said web service 
is to include trading partner information, determining from said description, by said 
second party, that at least one communication to said web service is to include trading 
partner information, constructing, based on said description, a message to said web 
service that includes particular trading partner information according to said 
requirements, and transmitting said message to said web service (see., abstract, page 
4-124, specifically [2367]-[2369]). 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on 09/1 1/2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

REMARKS 

8. In regard to claim 39, Applicant's representation argues that the prior art of 
record (Mikurak) fails to disclose the recited feature: 
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"Having access the web service description, which specifies the trading partner 
information requirement". As indicated above, it is believed that Mikurak discloses this 
limitation in the abstract, page 4-124, specifically [2367]-[2369].
